Chamber of Commerce Will 
Ask Signs Pointing to 
Local Trails 


That Sierra Madre is soon to 
have a new Pacific Electric sta¬ 
tion designed along Spanish ar¬ 
chitectural lines, was the pleas¬ 
ing announcement made at Mon¬ 
day night’s meeting of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce by President 
C. B. Klunk, who has been in 
conference with O. A. Smith, 
general passenger agent, recent¬ 
ly.. The matter has been brought 
ts^a focus through the efforts of 
H. L. Lyon who, regardless of 
past failures to secure this much 
needed improvement, presented 
the matter to Mr. Smith in such 
manner as to win favorable con¬ 
sideration. 

The present building, according 
to the plan, will be replaced by 
a building of sufficient size to 
encompass the freight and ex¬ 
press office as well as a com¬ 
modious waiting room and ticket 
office. It is planned that the 
basement of the new building 
will house a public comfort sta¬ 
tion, half of the cost to be paid 
by the company and half by the 
city of Sierra Madre. 

A committee consisting of H. 

E. Allen, Woodson Jones and 

F. Hartman was appointed by 
Mr. Klunk to confer with Mr. 
Smith and with the city council. 
The estimated cost of the com¬ 
fort station is $2500, while the 
new station is expected to cost 
about $8,000. 

Mr. Lyon is being congratulat¬ 
ed for the splendid work he has 
done in behalf of the project. 

A lengthy discussion was held 
concerning the placing of “For 
Rent’’ and “For Sale” signs in 
front of vacant houses in the 
city. According to the concensus 
of opinion such signs do more 
to decrease sales than otherwise, 
because of the psychological 
effect, on potential home-owners, 
who naturally do not care to buy 
property in a community where 
“everything is for sale.” It is 
true that wise buyers are prone 
to buy on a “falling market” 
but Sierra Madre is not look¬ 
ing for speculators, nor is it de¬ 
sirable to stage a boom in real 
estate here. A committee will 
be appointed to confer with local 
real estate dealers and see if a 
solution of the matter can be 
satisfactorily arranged. 

Joe Eastwood asked that the 
Chamber of Commerce take ac¬ 
tion looking toward the placing 
of road signs on the Foothill 
Boulevard pointing to Sturtevant 
and Mt. Wilson Trails, and Si¬ 
erra Madre Canyon. It was 
pointed out that Southern Cali¬ 
fornia spends a great deal of 
time a-wheel, and that some ad¬ 
vertising along this line would 
bring many people to the city 
during the summer, who other¬ 
wise might be inclined to pa.»s 
on by. J. C. Heasley was ap¬ 
pointed a committee of one to 
confer with the local police de¬ 
partment and the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Automobile Association in 
regard to the signs.

FOLLY TO INVOKE ANOTHER RECALL 


+ + + + 

TUBERCULOSIS INCREASES 


I T is quite time, right now, to put a stop 
to propaganda which, if allowed to go 
unchecked, may lead up to another recall 
fight in this city. Sierra Madre, having 
just passed thru the throes of a battle of 
this kind, to no visible good end, can hardly 
afford another of similar nature, even if 
the end would seem to justify the pro- 
ceedure. 

In the first analysis, the people of this 
city showed in no uncertain terms that 
they did not fancy the program of the pre¬ 
vious administration, which was charged of 
attempting to put through an expensive 
street improvement program to the detri¬ 
ment of property owners on Central Ave. 

That the new plan would seem to throw 
the cost of such improvement upon the en¬ 
tire district, is hardly grounds for another 
disastrous political fight in this city. 

The matter of a future water supply for 
this city is one of vital importance, it is 
true; and the absolute dissolution of the 
various agencies that have brought the 
facts concerning Sierra Madre’s water 
rights in the so-called Raymond basin to a 
focus, may not be an insurmountable hard¬ 
ship, even though it might cost the city a 
tremendous sum of money before it is event¬ 
ually settled in the courts. The present 
city council seems to believe the matter is 
one of easy solution, so simple that the 
need for an attorney is considered too slight 
to justify retaining him on the city pay 
roll. And it is quite true that the con¬ 
troversy may be settled without the aid of 
engineering experts who have spent years 
in the field and know its ramifications thor¬ 
oughly. If the present administration can 
settle the matter satisfactorily by compro¬ 
mise, more power to them. 

On the other hand, if it seems that the 
situation is becoming too involved, it may 
be pointed out that next April is just 
around the corner and if a change is indi¬ 
cated it is just possible that a change can 
be arranged. At any rate, there seems no 
reasonable solution through the medium of 
a recall, which, in fact, could be held but 
little in advance of a regular election. 

Other communities have gone through 
similar unpleasantnesses and have emerged 
sooner or later all the better for the experi¬ 
ence.
